CHIENGMAI  LEPER  ASYLUM 
The  beginnings  of  work  for  lepers 
in  North  Siam  in  1892  were  small, 
consisting  chiefly  in  the  weekly  distri- 
bution of  pennies  and  medicines  to 
wandering  lepers  and  the  issuing  of 
blankets  and  clothing  in  the  co  d season. 

Early  in  October,  1908 , the  begin- 
ing  of  an  organized  work  was  made 
by  assuming  the  care  of  six  outcast 
lepers,  on  an  area  of  jungle  land  near 
the  city  of  Chiengmai. 

His  Highness,  Chao  Inta  Warorot 
Suriawong,  the  Ruling  Prince  of 
Chiengmai,  donated  the  land,  the  gift 
later  being  confirmed  by  His  Siamese 
Majesty’s  Government.  His  Royal 
Highness,  Prince  Damrong,  Minister 
of  the  Interior  and  His  Excellency , 
Chao  Phya  Surasi,  High  Commissioner 
gave  their  royal  and  official  sanction. 


SUPPORT 


At  first  the  support  was  entirely 
local,  consisting’  of  donations  from  peo- 
ple of  good  will  in  Chiengmai.  At  a 
later  date  the  Mission  to  Lepers,  (Bri- 
tish) gave  generous  support  which  was 
continued  until  1917.  At  that  time  the 
American  Mission  to  Lepers  accepted 
the  transfer  of  the  Asylum  to  its  care, 
since  which  time  generous  grants  and 
wise  counsel  have  been  received  from 
year  to  year. 

His  Siamese  Majesty’s  Govern- 
ment, through  the  kind  offices  of  the 
Siamese  Red  Cross  Society , in  1924  def- 
initely recognized  the  work  by  an  an- 
nual Grant-in-aid  of  Ticals  Ten  Thous- 
and, ( Tcs.  10^000.) 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  T. 
Heyward  Hays,  the  income  from  one 
fourth  of  his  estate  has  been  set  aside 


to  aid  in  the  support  of  the  institution. 

Local  gifts  from  officials , the  for- 
eign community  and  merchants  and  al- 
so gifts  from  friends  in  America  help 
to  make  up  the  balance  of  the  budget. 

Several  years  before  the  opening 
of  the  institution , a “ blanket  fund  ” 
for  the  wandering  leper  was  inaugurat- 
ed by  Mr.  D.  F.  Macfie  ,of  the  Borneo  Co. 
Ltd. , Chiengmai.  This  fund  is  still  in 
existence  and  has  been  continued  year- 
ly for  more  than  a quarter  of  a century. 

The  annual  cost  of  maintenance 
is  approximately  Forty  Four  Thousand 
Ticals  ( Tcs.  44,000. ) or  about  One  Hun- 
dred Ten  Ticals  (Tcs.  110.)  per  person 
per  year. 


NUMBERS 


The  present  number  of  persons  in 
the  asylum  is  four  hundred,  ( 400 ) of 
whom  three  hundred  twelve  (312)  are 
men  and  eighty  eight  ( 88 ) are  women. 

People  of  all  races  and  religions 
are  admitted  without  question  and  all 
receive  like  treatment  in  food,  clothing, 
medicines  and  attendance. 

ACTIVITIES 

Local  self-government  by  the  leper 
people  has  become  an  important  factor 
in  the  conduct  of  the  institution. 

The  management  has  endeavored 
to  place  as  much  responsibility  as  pos- 
sible upon  the  leper  patients.  Each 
year  has  seen  an  extension  of  this 
policy  so  that  now  all  the  work  of  the 
institution  is  taken  care  of  by  the  leper 
people  with  the  exception  of  building 


work.  E ven  lie  re,  leper  labor  has  re- 
placed non-leper  labor  to  a very  large 
extent,  skilled  masons  and  carpenters 
being  called  in  for  supervision. 

The  staff  of  leper  officers  who 
supervise  the  various  activities  consists 
of  one  mayor,  one  deacon,  seven  elders, 
twenty  three  members  of  the  Home 
Guards  and  ten  orderlies  who  care 
for  the  sick  and  give  all  injections  of 
Chaulmoogra  Oil. 

Practically  all  our  leper  patients  are 
engaged  in  some  form  of  labor,  accord- 
ing to  their  physical  condition  and 
ability.  The  various  activities  carried 
on  by  them  compare  favorably  with  the 
normal  activities  of  any  village.  As 
a result  we  find  that  the  patients  are 
contented  and  happy  and  respond  glad- 
ly to  tasks  given  them  by  the  man- 
agement. 


There  are  patients  who  are  serv- 
ing as  teachers , clerks,  cooks,  musicians, 
tailors,  barbers,  storekeepers,  tile  mak- 
ers, teamsters,  seamstresses,  gardeners, 
blacksmiths,  machinists,  carpenters, 
sweepers,  masons,  painters,  rice-millers 
and  laborers. 

There  are  two  schools,  one  for  boys 
and  one  for  girls. 

A band  of  cornets  and  stringed 
instruments  provides  music  for  church 
services  and  for  festive  occasions. 

The  Siamese  people  are  naturally 
proficient  in  acting,  being  particularly 
adept  in  dramatization.  Once  a year, 
usually  at  the  holiday  season,  plays 
are  given  either  by  the  men  or  women 
patients.  So  popular  are  these  plays 
that  the  attendance  of  outsiders  is  large 
and  appreciative.  The  money  receipts 
are  devoted  to  the  help  of  leper  people 
in  other  asylums. 


GARDENING 


Most  of  the  available  land  is  used 
for  gardening  and  the  growing  of 
useful  trees.  An  area  of  more  than 
twenty  acres  is  cultivated  by  the  leper 
people , being  devoted  to  the  raising  of 
bananas,  sugar  cane,  sweet  corn  and  a 
considerable  variety  of  the  common  gar- 
den vegetables  in  amounts  sufficient  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  institution.  Gar- 
dening not  only  affords  much  pleasure 
and  some  profit  to  the  worker,  but  also 
makes  a definite  contribution  to  con- 
tentment and  to  the  success  of  medicinal 
treatment. 

Pigs  and  chickens  are  raised  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  supply  the  meat 
and  eggs  needed.  Three  pairs  of  bul- 
locks are  in  constant  use,  hauling  brick  , 
sand,  lumber  and  other  materials  used 
in  building  and  in  carrying  on  other 
work  of  a similar  sort. 


BUILDINGS 


All  the  buildings  listed  below  rep- 
resent gifts  from  friends  of  the  Asylum. 
There  is  no  building  fund  other  than 
these  voluntary  gifts

The  cost  of  the  small  wooden  cot- 
tages, ready  for  occupancy  is  Four 
Hundred  Ticals. 

The  brick  cottages  are  more  ex- 
pensive, costing  approximately  Seven 
Hundred  Ticals. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT 

The  main  medicinal  treatment  con- 
sists in  the  semi- weekly  injections  of 
Chaulmoogra  Oil , Hvdnocarpus  anthel- 
mintica  by  choice,  in  doses  ranging 
from  1 c.  c.  to  10  c.  c. , plain  Ethyl 
Esters,  0.5%  Iodized  Esters.  Alepol  and 
Antileprol  also  are  used  in  a small 


number  of  cases.  Avenyl  is  used  in 
positive  Kahns.  Sedimentation  rates 
give  a basis  for  intensity  of  treatment. 
Preparations  of  antimony  are  found 
useful  in  certain  conditions.  Approx- 
imately 270  patients  receive  treatment 
regularly. 

Three  mornings  each  week  a re- 
gular clinic  is  held  for  treatment  of 
concurrent  diseases,  constant  attention 
being  given  to  Malaria  and  other  c m 
mon  ailments. 

Exercise,  in  the  form  of  work  and 
games,  plays  an  important  part  in  the 
routine  treatment  of  leprosy  and  is 
regarded  by  the  patients  as  essential 
to  their  health  and  well  being. 

Results  are  encouraging.  Large 
numbers  show  definite  improvement. 
The  number  of  negative  cases  is  steadily 
increasing,  due  in  large  measure  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  treatable 
cases  admitted. 


SPIRITUAL  CONDITIONS 

Practically  all  of  the  inmates  in 
the  asylum  are  Christians.  There  is  no 
compulsion  used.  They  are  happy  and 
contented  and  believe  fully  in  the  prac- 
tice of  Christian  virtues. 

Three  preaching  services  are  held 
each  Sunday,  one  for  the  women,  one 
for  men  in  Thaw  Memorial  Chapel 
and  one  for  the  crippled  who  are  un- 
able to  leave  their  dormitory.  Services 
are  conducted  by  a non-leper  ordained 
pastor  and  by  the  foreign  staff. 

The  church  officers,  one  deacon 
and  seven  elders,  are  all  lepers. 

Bible  instruction  is  held  daily  for 
those  who  are  anxious  to  learn.  Daily 
afternoon  prayer  meetings  are  held  in 
the  various  houses  in  rotation. 

Tithing  is  practiced  by  a large 
majority  of  the  inmates  and  their  gifts 
to  others  are  large  and  cover  a wide 
field  of  activities. 


MAINTENANCE 


Rice  and  money  are  distributed 
weekly.  The  average  amount  of  money 
given  each  person  is  45  stangs  per 
week.  Those  doing  special  work  receive 
a few  extra  stangs. 

Clothing  is  distributed  every  six 
months,  blankets  once  each  year  or 
oftener  according  to  the  need. 

Kind  friends  in  Siam  and  the 
United  States  make  possible  the  distri- 
bution of  presents  at  the  Christmas 
season.  Gifts  of  clothing,  shoes  and 
other  useful  articles  are  much  appre- 
ciated and  help  to  bring  a measure  of 
good  cheer.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen : - 

This  institution  is  highly  honored  by  your  presence  here  today.  It  gives 
the  management  very  great  pleasure  to  welcome  you. 

Because  we  understand  that  you  have  come  to  see  the  place  and  the 
people  who  live  here  and  not  a display  of  decorations,  we  have  refrained  from 
beflagging  the  buildings. 

We  have  flags  for  that  purpose.  In  anticipation  of  the  visit  of  Their 
Majesties  the  King  and  Queen  in  January  1927,  our  leper  women  made  sixteen 
hundred  Siamese  flags,  all  of  which  were  in  evidence  on  that  important  occasion. 
Rut  we  have  something  better  than  flags,  namely  four  hundred  sick  people  who 
need  your  symapathy  and  your  medical  aid  in  devising  ways  and  means  for  their 
relief. 

Will  you  allow  me  now  to  introduce  sortie  of  the  members  of  the  staff 
May  I present  Mr.  J.  Hugh  McKean,  the  Superintendent.  Mr.  McKean  has 
served  as  Associate  Superintendent  for  more  than  eight,  years  past  and  of  course 
is  thoroughly  familiar  with  all  the  intimate  affairs  of  the  institution. 

During  last  year  he  studied  leprosy  in  India  in  several  asylums  and  had 
the  privilege  of  courses  of  study  under  Dr.  Muir  and  Dr.  Lowe,  both  of  whom 
are  with  us  today. 

Dr.  Chanta  is  my  senior  in  medical  work  by  two  years,  having  served 
a total  of  more  than  forty  years  as  my  valued  helper  and  associate.  If  there 
are  any  creditable  features  in  the  institution,  he  should  come  in  for  a full  share 
of  recognition 

Dr.  Collier  has  been  in  Siam  for  several  years,  but  has  come  to  Chieng- 
mai only  recently.  He  is  giving  valuable  and  much  appreciated  aid  in  medical 
matters,  being  particularly  skillful  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  affections  of  the 
eye  which  are  so  constant  a feature  in  advanced  leprosy. 

Nai  Dap  Prom  Min  is  Mayor  of  this  small  municipality.  He  has  suffered 
from  leprosy  for  many  years.  An  officer  in  the  Siamese  army,  later  he  served 
in  the  Royal  Railway  Department  in  an  important  capacity,  rising  rapidly  in 
position  when  his  malady  compelled  his  cessation  of  work.  His  value  here  is 
very  great,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  internal  organization. 

Mr.  Mong  Tan  is  the  architect  and  builder  of  the  Administration  Building 
and  the  Community  House  in  which  we  meet.  It  is  not  necessary  to  tell  you 
that  Mr.  Mong  Tan  is  fond  of  elephants  and  that  he  has  used  this  animal  rather 
profusely  in  decorating  this  building. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  this  place  is  yours  for  the  day  or  for  as  many 
days  as  you  will  remain  with  us.  The  whole  staff  is  at  your  service.
